The Republican selection of Presi¬ 
dent Hoover and the framing of a 
platform, was the work of President 
Hoover himself through the adminis¬ 
trative machine which he controls.

Time alone will 
tell whether they will gain anything 
by his new policy of re-submission, 
but it looks now as if he has disap¬ 
pointed the drys while antagonizing 
the repealists in his own party, whose 
delegates went home disgruntled from 
the cut-and-dried preponderance at 
Chicago.

HEALTH SERVICE 

In this week's issue of the Advocate, there appears a con 
cise though incomplete statement of the work completed 
by the Okotoks-High River Health Unit during its past 
year of operation. Those who read it will have been sur¬ 
prised at tiie extent of the field covered. From time to 
time one may hear criticism of the value of the Health 
Service on the ground that it does hot immediately step 
in and remedy all detected defects, or at any rate, all 
'hat might not otherwise be remedied. 

This, of course would be an ideal condition. If every¬ 
one who couid not afford to pay for the correction of some 
remedial defect in his cnild, could be assured that the case 
wuuld be treated free of charge, the general standard of 
health would doubtless be raised. , 

But such a service would be a very advanced stage of 
paternalism on the part of district or state, and would 
open up a vast field of complications. To be effective it 
would have to be dominion wide, or at any rate, province-1 
wide It would tremendously increase taxation, and at 
present there are great differences of opinion on the ex¬ 
tent to which paternalism should be carried in the inter¬ 
ests of individual initiative. 

Toe Model Health Unit is an advance toward better 
health conditions, instituted at a minimum of cost. And 
it is well to consider that a complete service of treatments 
and operations, etc. would require a tremendously increas¬ 
ed staff. 

What lias the Health Service as it exists, actually done 
to improve health conditions? It gave 3000 toxoid inocu¬ 
lations -against diphtheria. This alone would have cost 
$3000. Yet the total cost of the Health service to this dis¬ 
trict is just $2300. 

’1 here have been no serious outbreaks of communicable 
diseases. Isolated cases of scarlet fever have appeared, 
but they have been admirably controlled. This control has 
no doubt, saved individual families indirectly, large sums 
of money. . 

The recognition of incipient T B. amongst children is 
of greatest value. Treatment in early stages is not diffi¬ 
cult, and is usually effective. It is of benefit to the entire 
area to have these tendencies toward T.B. caught in ini¬ 
tial stages, and carefully watched as is being done. 

The sanitary department included in the service safe¬ 
guards the public in the matter of food stuffs, of dairies, 
drinking water, etc. These services, if not included under 
the Health Unit, would be much more costly. The labora¬ 
tory at the office in High River is now able to test milk 
and water. It can satisfy the public that the nutritive 
standards of dairies are being maintained and'ean pass on 
the purity of any water supply. 

It has been of very real value to expectant mothers and 
the mothers of infants in the ready distribution of all lit¬ 
erature.

it is this question which causes ruial Canada greatest 
anxiety. It is not known what the attitude of Canadian 
manufacturers will be. They have enjoyed a complete 
protection for many a year, while the farm products on 
which the majority depend, have faced continually the op¬ 
en competition of the world. , 

If the concessions are granted to farm products, it will 
undoubtedly mean a certain sacrifice on the part of manu- i 
facturers. If however, they press the claims of their pro¬ 
ducts, there will be no stimulation of trade for any part of 
Canada. Until the buying power of the farms is restored 
or promoted, there is little hope for acceleration in the in¬ 
dustrial lines. And if the buying power of the prairies, 
B.C. and rural Eastern Canada is revived, the manufactur¬ 
ers will benefit, directly and at once. 

The four Western provinces are united In asking a free 
entry of goods from other parts of the Empire in order 
that our products may move out. Linked up with thjs is 
a request for stabilized Empire currency, in order that 
uniform values may prevail. 

If however, the manufacturing interests of Canada ex¬ 
ert too heavy an iniluence, or insist on pressing their 
claims, there will be little of benefit realized by any part 
of Canada.

that apparently are swarming along took upon htinseli the duty of enliv- 
the sides of roads in almost every dis¬ 
trict in the northern half of Alberta. 

Since, if the season is favorable to 
them, many people will soon be en¬ 
countering the caterpillars from the 
eggs that have been laid by the moths 
it is as well that everyone familiar¬ 
izes himself at once with their appear 
ance, habits and control. 

The moths have laid enormous num 
ber of eggs on the leaves of various 
plants, particularly those of weeds 
such as lamb's quarters. From these 
will hatch small greenish yellow cat¬ 
erpillars with conspicuous black 
stripes and circles on their bodies. 

When they are very numerous and 
jthere is every indication that they 
will be extremely numerous this yeai 
they soon devour all of the plants on 
which the eggs were laid. They then 
move across country in dense armies 
in searen of more food. 

Food of Beet Webworms 

Fortunately for grain producers 
beet webworms will not eat wheat, 
lhey hardly touch oats or barley. 

Wh^n an army of them passes 
through a grain field they will destroy 
every weed in their line of march. 

Whatever harm they do elsewhere 
they more than offset this damage by 
thoroughly cleaning grain fields oi 
weeds. 

Apart from grains and grasses they 
are however, general feeders. They 
derive their name of beet webworm 
from the fact that an army which 
passes through a sugar beet field 
leaves nothing but ruin in its wake, 
r lax, clover, alfalfa and sunflowers 
are similarly eaten to the ground. 

Possibly it is gardens that suffer 
most severely. Practically no garden 
produce is immune from them. An 
army makes a clean sweep of every¬ 
thing with the possible exception ol 
tomatoes. Fortunately, they do not 
eat potatoes very readily when any 
other food is available. 

Control Measures 

When an army of webworms starts 
to march, nothing will deter them 
from continuing along the line they 
nave chosen. We have seen an entire 
army enter and drown in a horse 
trough that was in their line of march 
and another ascent a three story build 
ing, go over the roof and down on the 
other side. Trains have frequently 
been stopped in Alberta by armies 
that are crossing the tracks.

Poisoned Bait in Furrows 

Plough a deep furrow along the 
threatened side and immediately treat 
this furrow with poisoned bait. Ordin¬ 
ary poisoned bran, as employed for 
cutworms, is effective but a cheaper 
and more effective bait can be made 
from any favorite food plant. 

Pull about 50 pounds of weeds, such 
as lamb’s quarters, sprinkle with suf¬ 
ficient water to moisten them thor¬ 
oughly and dust over the heap one 
pound of white arsenic or paris green. 
Turn over the heap of weeds constant 
ly with a fork, during and after the 
addition of the poison, till you are
